MELBOURNE 
Croatia’s season 
fell apart on the 
eve of what should 
have been its most 
glorious hour. 

Only days before 
Croatia’s play-off 
match with South Mel- 
bourne the man rated 
as this country’s finest 
import in a decade was 
allowed to fly off to 
Europe in search of an 
elusive $50,000 trans- 
fer back to the club he 
had left for Canada as 
a youth. 

That man was even- 
tual NSL Player of the 
Year, Zjelko Adzic. 

If what was left of 
Croatia's title hopes 
didn’t walk with him, 
what remained limped 
away just a couple of 
days jater as Branko 
Milosevic ended the 
South Melbourne 
game with an injury se- 
rious enough to keep

for the club. 

But despite its best 
ever NSL season coach 
Raznjevic paid the 
ultimate price for what 
seemed to me to be a 
case of a combination 
of bad luck (Milosevic) 
and bad management 
(Adzic).

Let us look at the 
construction of Super 
Leagues in my area of 
coastal Northern NSW. 

The pioneer in this 
league set-up was the 
Newcastle Super 
League which encom- 
passes Newcastle and 
outlying areas, and 
teams from the North 
Coast comprising of 
players basically from 
the Hasting and Man- 
ning areas. 

I have been involved 
with the these teams for 
the past two years and 
have witnessed a major 
improvement from 
many players. 

This can be shown to 
the fullest when one 
looks at the U15 North 
Coast side. 

This squad which has 
been one of the front- 
runners in the last three 
years, now contains 
eight state players. 

Many other teams 
have shown vast im- 
provement. In the case 
of Adamstown Rose- 
buds they have raised 
their standards even 
further. 

Though many players 
from the Newcastle and 
North Coast are begin- 
ning to show marked 
improvement, some 
from other country 
areas of the north are 
falling behind in their 

« soccer technique. 

This problem should 
be alleviated by the 
creation of another 
Country Super League. 

Such a league will 
allow players of repre- 
sentative standard to 
compete at a high level 
without having to travel 
to Newcastle. 

I would encourage 
country associations to 
fully support such a 
league, as the more 
teams competing the 
more room for improve- 
ment is created.

backs and with two 
Strikers up front instead 
of three. 

“The important thing 
is winning,” Lazaroni 
repeated steadfastly. 
“Even if you win on a 
hand ball, on an offside 
attack at three minutes 
into injury time. 

“In 1982 and 1986, 
Brazil put on a great 
show and the people 
complained when it was 
eliminated. This Brazil 
is far more competitive, 
and people are com. 
plaining that it’s dull.” 

The 1980s were not 
kind to a Brazilian team 
whose lineup read like a 
who's who of soccer ta- 
lent. In 1982, with a 
lineup featuring such 
standouts as Zico, 
Junior, and Socrates, 
Brazil was eliminated 
by Italy 3-2 in the 
second round in a 
spectacular and memor- 
able contest. 

In 1986, the world’s 
most talented team also 
participated in the most 
exciting match of the 
tournament, and once 
again came out on the 
losing side. It fell to 
France on penalty kicks 
after Zico missed a 
second-half penalty that 
would have given Brazil 
victory. 

Against Argentina, 
Brazil was eliminated 
once again, even though 
it dominated the match. 

“We deserved to win 
today,” said a tearful 
Lazaroni afterwards, 
“We had countless scor- 
ing chances, while they 
scored on the only 
chance they had.”” 

Lazaroni’s assess- 
ment was only partially 


accurate. Bravil did 
control the bali for most 
of the match.

Instead, Schillaci and 
Roberto Baggio have 
become the new super- 
stars and Serena admit- 
ted: “I'd really given up 
hope of playing in this 
World Cup, but it still 
seems like a dream to 
celebrate my 30th birth- 
day this way, What 
could be better than a 


night like that?” 

Serena was top scorer 
for Inter Milan when 
they won the 1989 Ita- 
lian league title but the 
credit went to the West 
German duo Lothar 
Matthaus and Andreas 
Brehme. 

If omens are anything 
to go by he is in good 
company. 

“*Paolo Rossi and 
Roberto Boninsegna 
also wore the number 20 


shirt in the World Cup 
finals, and I hope I can 
wear it as well as they 
did,” he said 

The emergence of 
Schillaci and the eclipse 
of Vialli bore all the 
comparisons with Ros- 
si’s arrival as the key to 
the 1982 World Cup 
success in Spain. But 
now Serena is in the 
running. 

Yet one match cannot 
so quickly erase the 
memories of Schillaci’s 
meteoric rise to national 
stardom, underlined by 
his breathtaking open- 
ing goal against Uru- 
guay — his third in four 
games 

The difference be- 
tween Schillaci and 
Vialli is striking, 

A Sicilian from a poor 
family he spent nine 
years in the Second Di- 
vision with Messina be- 
fore being plucked from 
‘obscurity to join Juyen- 
tus last season. 


An unassuming, ner- 
vous individual, Schilla- 
ci, unlike his colleagues, 
is awkward and ill-at- 
ease in the glare of 
publicity. 

Vialli, from a rich 
family, is the darling of 
the media, 

So for the average 
Italian it seemed easier 
to take Schillaci to his 
heart than Vialli, but

Reverent 


Italian fans, desper- 
ate to find a new home- 
grown hero in a league 
of foreign stars, are 
already talking about 
Salvatore Schillaci in 
the reverent tones 
usually reserved for 
Paolo Rossi. 

But Schillaci, Toto to 
his friends, is trying not 


to let the attention go to 
his head. 

“Tam going through a 
magical moment,"he 
said after he scored Ita- 
ly’s opening goal in the 
2-0 win over Uruguay 
which put them into the 
quarter-finals. 

“I just hope I can 
keep my feet on the 
ground,”added Schillaci 
whose World Cup joy 
was compounded by the 
birth of his son Mattia 
during the first round. 

Italians are keen to 
point out that Schillaci, 
with two goals in the 
opening three matches, 
started the World Cup 
in similar fashion to 
Rossi, the hero of 1982 
when Italy last won the 
trophy. 

Schillaci, 17 at the 
time, recalled: “I was 
one of the fans who 
were out on the street 
yelling ‘Come on 
Italy’.” 

Little more than a 
year ago, Schillaci was 
virtually an unknown, 
playing in the Italian 
second division. 

Then Juventus signed 
him and, after a post- 
card campaign by his 
fans and intense media 
pressure, Italian mana- 
ger Azeglio Vicini gave 
him his first chance with 
the national side in 
March, in a friendly 
against Switzerland. 


RUUD GULLIT — his lack of match practice, 
after 13 months of inactivity, was painfully 
obvious. 


After the 2-1 loss in a 
second-round game, the 
Dutch headed home 
with three first-round 
draws and a loss to show 
for the world champion- 
ship. 

Before the tourna- 
ment, they were consi- 
dered a contender for 
the title. 

“The unfortunate 
thing is that this game is 
the best we played so 
far,” said team captain 
Ruud Gullit, “I'm 
sorry, but that’s life.” 

A coaching dispute 
shortly before the 
World Cup, the lack of 
solidarity among the 
players and Gullit’s 
year-long absence for 
knee surgery proved too 
much to overcome. 

Dutch defending was 
slow, and little danger 
emanated during the 
tournament from striker 
Marco van Basten — 
the Italian league's top 
scorer last season and 
twice European Foot- 
baller of the Year. 

Preparation time was 
short for the national 
team because van Bas- 
ten, Gullit and defender 
Frank Rijkaard were 
tied up until late May 
with European club 
champion AC Milan. 

Van Basten, 25, 
appeared tired and un- 
inspired in the crucial 
World Cup game, slip- 
ping twice while trying 
to control the ball and 
failing to line up a shot 
on a Gullit feed in one 
of several Dutch first- 
half chances. 

Gullit made several 
good crosses but twice 
fired wildly over the 


That became painful- 
ly clear when a faster, 
more aggressive West 
Germany onsted them 
from their first World 
Cup in 12 years after 
only four games. 


BRAZIL 
WEEPS 


PEOPLE wept and 
Brazil went into col- 
lective depression 
after their team lost 
1-0 to Argentina and 
was eliminated from 
the World Cup. 
“I can’t accept it, I 
can't accept it,” sobbed 
a passer-by on Avenida 
Paulista, the main street 
in Sao Paulo, in an in- 
terview with the major 
television network 
Manchete. 

Three huge sound- 
trucks were on hand for 
‘an expected victory par- 
ty but no music blared 
from their speakers and 
cameras showed fans 
disconsolately stream- 
ing away from the area, 

“I'm barracking for 
‘Cameroun now because 
they are much more of a 
team than our no-hop- 
ers," said a man inter- 
viewed by Manchete at 
a Rio club where people 
had assembled to watch 
the game on television. 

In the famed 
beachfront district of 
Copacabana, fans who 
had gathered on the 
street cried and shrug- 
ged their heads in disbe- 
lief when the referee 
signalled the game was 


But coming into the 
World Cup, Schillaci 
still had only one cap 
and was regarded as lit- 
tle more than the under- 
study to the more ex- 
perienced Andrea Car- 


nevale. 

But Schillaci, deter- 
mined and aggressive on 
the pitch, adopts an air 
of modesty off it. 

“LT have to thank 
Juventus who gave me a 
big chance to prove my- 

self,” he says.

Schillaci secures semi spot 


Schillaci was perfectly 
placed in the 38th mi- 
nute, sidefooting the 
ball home with clinical 
precision after Irish 
goalkeeper Pat Bonner 
had blocked a stinging 
shot from Roberto 
Donadoni. 

The win lifted Italy 
into a meeting with de- 
fending champion 
Argentina in Naples. 

The Italians, who 
moved within two wins 
of becoming the first 
team to win the World 
Cup four times, played 
a conservative but ulti- 
mately effective game. 

The Irish were 
cheered on by about 
7,000 of the 73,303 fans 
in the tension-charged 
crowd, but the Italian 
defence was impenetr- 
able for the fifth straight 
match and Schillaci was 
a constant handful up 
front. 


At the other end, 
goalkeeper Walter 
Zenga recorded his fifth 
straight scoreless match 
of the tournament. 

Italy has not con- 
ceded a goal in its last 
483 minutes of World 
Cup play, bettering by 
eight minutes the pre- 
vious record of 475 
minutes set by West 
Germany in 1974-78. 

Zenga’s personal re- 
cord is 450 minutes of 
World Cup play without 
conceding a goal. 

The Irish began con- 
fidently enough and 
Zenga had to stop a 
Paul McGrath header as 
early as the 12th 
minute. 

He also saved a head-
